“given here by Authority, that the Chiefs of the Male- 
contents are very diffident of him, and that he will be 
gbliged to rerurn without effcéting any Thing. 

Prague, March 9. On the gth there was a general 
Search throughout this City for arſaffected Perfons, and 
feveral were fcized.
